There is no record that any of the former voices of the 
White House admitted any big mistakes 
When it was noted that Carter had said he would 
“never lie.” Powell was asked if he would make a 
similar vow He said he did not “anticip *e any situation 
when it would be necessary to lie I van't imagine 
circumstances in which I would ” 
Powell has a sense of humor and uses wit as a weapon 
to disarm questioners 
When asked what the United 
States was going to do with the 50 tons of herring that it 
had confiscated from the seized Russian trawler. Powell 
looked up and said, “I don’t know I'ii have to look on 
the menu of the White House mess " 
He has daily access to the President, and his 
statements therefore are taken as a true reflection of 
Carter 
He says the “hardest part of his job is trying to keep 
up with all the different things going on and be halfway 
knowledgable if they come up in a briefing.” 
He is totally loyal to Carter and he does not hesitate to 
tell a reporter when he thinks a story is wrong, 
A few weeks ago when Carter went home to Plains. 
Powell assured reporters that there would be no news, 
and in the vernacular the 'lid*' was on 
Those who took him at hts word missed out on a 
rambling w alkie talkie news conference over a two-hour 
period in which Carter, walking down Main Street, 
answered Questions about a range of high-powered 
objects and his personal approach to the presidency It 
was in the Lyndon Johnson tradition 
Although there are some situations where Powell does 
not control Carter's press relations, there is a lot of 
news management at the White House When Vladimir 
Bukovsky, the Soviet dissident, came to the White 
House. Carter saw him for IO minutes, but reporters and 
photographers were not allowed in the room.

telephones in Massachusetts, about 3,UUU 
belong to either the Granby Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., the Richmond Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. or the Taconic Telephone Co 
Taconic, a corporation based in Chatham, 
N Y . is the proud owner of the only nickel 
pay phone in Massachusetts 
The star 
attraction is at Jiminy Peak Ski Area 
Like several other five cent pay phones in 
New York, it will remain “for at least a 
while. It would cost more to change the coin 
boxes than we would get in revenue,” 
company spokesman William Barry said. 
Taconic serves about 14,000 people in 
several New York rural communities and 
about 200 customers in Hancock, Mass , who 
pay $4-15.50 a month for basic service. 
There is a $10 installation charge. 
Granby TAT, Richmond TAT and laconic 
serve about 2,650 customers — all in rural 
areas. They are among the some 1,600 
companies independent of the nationwide 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
according to AT&T figures 
AT&T said although it owned 123 million 
million of the 150 million phones in the United t 
States in 1976, small firms cover more than 
half of the geographic area in the nation, 
most of it rural. 


George Mugiuer, owner and president of 
Granby TAT, said "It's because the small 
independent companies began in nonprofit 
areas.” 
Primitive telephone systems developed in 
the late 19th century, Coughlin said. 
He said barbed wire, used to fence in 
cattle, doubled as telephone lines to the local 
general store which often served as the 
area's central exchange. By 
1683, New 
England Telephone had taken over most of 
the Massachusetts systems 
In 1903, however, two small telephone 
systems began operation and have remained 
family businesses to date 
Mugmer’s business, outside of Springfield, 
serves 1,800 people and employs 12. Basic 
monthly service is about $6 and installation 
is $10 It operates the town’s entire system, 
covering 
about 
26 
square 
m iles. 
The difference between Granby and New 
England Bell, said Mugmer, "is when people 
come tnrough the door, we're it. There’s no 
middle manager sitting at his desk for his 
living ” 
He said last year the average monthly 
residential bill was less than $10. 
Lortnda Dullaghan, general manager of 
another fam ily owned phone com pany 
servicing Richmond — a small town on the 
New York border, agrees 
"It's not unusual to get a phone bill less 
than $10 a month,” she said. “I feel we give 
excellent service and a more personal touch 
because we know most of our customers ” 
Mrs. Dullaghan, daughter of Richmond 
president John Benedict Ackley — also 
president of Taconic — said the monthly 
service fee is $6 58 Installation is $5.50. Two 
full time and six part time employees serve 
650 customers, covering a five square mile

"It s a family business and we hope to

Improved Crop

WASHINGTON (UFII — The condition of 
the winter wheat crop improved In many 
areas last week, but there was no significant 
improvement ut the severe d r o u g h t 
conditions gripping parts of the Pacific 
Coast, the Agriculture Department says. 
The agency’s weekly crop weather report 
Tuesday said in Kansas which leads the 
nation in winter wheat production, growing 
condition* remained "sem idry" last week 
but the overall condition of the crop - 
improved, 
Other wheat producing areas also noted an 
upturn ut the condition of the growing grain 
except for California, some mountain states 
including 
Colorado, 
and 
dry 
parts 
of 
Oklahoma and Texas 
In some of the dry areas, officials said 
farmers were using part of their wheat for 
pasture because the prospect of salvaging 
forage from the land appears a better bet 
than the potentially tow grain yield 
The weekly weather report said most of 
the Corn Belt states got light to moderate 
showers last week but rainfall generally 
was light over the winter wheat areas of 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas 
With the spring plowing and planting 
season well under way in some parts of the 
country, agriculture officials said 
most 
portions of the eastern half of the country 
had adequate topsoil moisture. For the 
western half, however, the general rating 
was "short soil moisture and very little rain 
to alleviate the problem ” 
In the western Corn Belt, one of the 
nation's major grain regions, officials said 
topsoil moisture was adequate but subsoil 
moisture was "insufficient " If this shortage 


is not eased soon, grain producers in the 
region will need good spring and sumi'w* 
rains to assure normal yields, experts say 
While experts continued to watch moisture 
readings for clues lo HUI harvest prospects, 
officials 
said 
spring 
planting of crops 
including corn, cotton, potatoes, rice and 
sugarbeets was under way last week all 
across the southern half of the nation 
The pace of planting was reported normal 
for this time of year but far behind the 
unusually rapid rate of 197ft 


In more northerly areas, planting of wheat 
and other small grains was under way as 
far north as the Dakotas, and farm ers in Ute 
Corn Belt reported they had completed 60 to 
79 per cent of their plowing — behind last 
year's 70 to 90 per cent pace but stUl slightly 
better than normal 
Grasslands, in poor condition across much 
of the nation earlier this year, were reported 
in "fair to good" shape last week except in 
western states and the Florida peninsula

Agriculture Department officials said the
